About  90'%  of  our  dahlia  stock  is  grown  from  roots  for 
two  or  more  years,  and  we  wish  we  could  send  out  all  stock 
grown  from  roots  for  two  or  more  years.  Unfortunately  we 
find  some  of  the  newer  varieties,  and  notoriously  a  good  many 
foreign  varieties,  unreliable  for  a  few  years  after  dissemin¬ 
ation.  This  may  be  due  either  to  climatic  conditions,  inherent 
weaknesses  not  yet  apparent,  or  over  propagation  or  wrong 
propagation  before  dissemination.  They  put  forth  a  dazzling 
exhibition  one  year  and  a  miserable  fiasco  the  second,  and 
then  take  two  years  to  recover. 

ROOTED  CUTTINGS  will  be  sent  out  at  two-thirds  of 
the  price  of  plants  where  plants  are  listed.  Our  rooted  cut¬ 
tings  are  really  small  plants,  which  have  been  potted  for 
two  weeks  and  then  shipped  with  soil  removed. 

Unless  otherwise  ordered  roots  and  rooted  cuttings  will  be 
shipped  the  first  week  in  May,  and  plants  May  25th.  On  orders 
less  than  $1.00  include  10c  for  postage.
